Applicant's remarks filed 1 1/07/2005 have been considered but are found not persuasive. 

In the remark, Applicant argued in substance that Linderman's provisional application 60-208045 (hereinafter '045) does not teach or 
suggest 

a) "automation equipment... configured to execute at least one automation program and at least one web service", 

b) "a computer application configured to... provide a remote automation function... including at least one of monitoring, display, control, 
configuration, and programming of the automation function" 

c) "any automation equipment that includes at least one of a programmable logic controller, a numeric controller, an instrumentation 
station, and a control station, as cited in Claims 45 and 52" 

and the provisional application points to generic discussion about a general product called "DaberNet". 
In response to Applicant's arguments, 045' teaches the above limitations. 

In resonse to (a), examine will interpret automation equipment as the server operation within DaberNet ('045, pg 003, 2 nd paragraph), the 
server is to translate XML messages originated from Client side RPC call into the necessary commands to be executed behind the 
firewall, additionally, DaberNet will scale to include server configuration, and configuration of other network devices with specifications for 
network controllability. The web service would be translation and handling of RPC calls, and the automation program would be 
configuration of network devices. 

In response to (b) computer application, i.e. DaberNet can provide at least programming of automation function as well as configuration 
and controlling of a remote network device as suggested in item (a) above. 

In response to (c) automation equipment in DaberNet contains at least a control station and programmable logic controller residing on the 
server side. The server of DaberNet contains the controller to translate RPC commands and control devices behind firewall using 
necessary SNMP commands. 

Thus, Applicant's arguments does not place the current Application in better condition for allowance, the rejection is maintained. 
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
